Under its present name the party first appeared in 1828, when 
[Andrew Jackson was elected president as the party candidate. 
The 
Democratic party, however, so far as its chief principles go, dates 
from the beginning of the republic. 


Who is regarded as the party’s founder? 
Thomas Jefferson. 
When the constitution of the United States 
was under discussion in convention the opposing theories of Thomas 
Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton constituted the principal difference 
of opinion. 
Jefferson and his adherents leaned far toward local self 
government, while Hamilton and his faction stood for a strong cen­ 
tralized government. 
In after years the Jeffersonian theories became 
crystallized into what was called at first the Uepubliean party, later 
the Republican-Democratic party and finally the Democratic party. 


The present Republican party, then, is entirely distinct from the 
one of Jefferson's time ? 
Entirely so. 
It is descended, through the \\ big party, from tho 
Hamiltonian or Federalist party, which took the opposite view to that 


of Jefferson. 


What presidents has the Democracy elected? 
Thomas Jefferson twice, James Madison twice, James Monroe 
twice, John Quincy Adams, Andrew Jackson twice, Martin \ an 
Buren, James K. Polk, Franklin Pierce, James Buchanan, Grover 


Cleveland twice. 


What is the Democratic party's position as to tariff? 
It stands for a low tariff or a tariff for revenue only.

THE WEST POINT RIOT. 


It Happened During the Cadetship of 
Jefferson Davis. 
Closely connected with Benny Ha­ 
vens’ was the great cadet riot of Christ­ 
mas, 1S2C», in the middle of Jefferson 
Davis’ third year. Before Christmas it 
was rumored through the barracks 
that Davis and other southern and 
southwestern cadets were going to ex­ 
plain to the other members of the 
corps the mysteries of eggnog. Cadets 
Davis, Tilghman arid Temple were to 
get the necessaries from Benny’s, but 
it seems that something prevented, and 
others had to get the materials. Tile 
authorities were suspicious and or­ 
dered the inspectors to stay up all 
night to keep order. This angered the 
cadets, aud the preparations for the 
eggnog went on. 
In the dark of the 
morning of Dec. 25 the invitations 
were sent out. Robert E. Lee and Jo­ 
seph E. Johnston declined. J. B. Ma­ 
gnifier. Drayton. C. J. Wright and oth­ 
ers accepted. Davis was extending the 
invitations when he heard a rumor that 
Captain Hitchcock was abroad, 
lie 
ran back to No. 5 north barracks, 
where the refreshments were collected, 
called out, "Put away that grog, boys; 
old Hitch is ceil ing.” ami looked lip to 
find that Hitchcock was already in the 
room. Davis was sent to his quarter J 
under arrest, fortunately for him. for 
after some hilarious noise he went to 
sleep and did not get into the riot 
which then began. 
The instructors 
and officers were chased out of tho 
halls into their own rooms and there 
besieged. 
The cadets obtained arms 
and organized the Helvetian league to 
protect themselves against the bom­ 
bardiers, who, they heard, were or­ 
dered out to subdue them. Davis’ room­ 
mate, Walter B. Union of Mississippi, 
was the leader of the Helvetians. Ile 
secured a pistol and tried to shoot 
Captain Hitchcock. 
Some of the offi­ 
cers were badly bruised with steve 
wood that the cadets threw at them. 
After an hour or two the riot wore 
out. 
Later nineteen cadets, among 
them Guion. were court martialed and 
dismissed. 
Davis, with others, was 
kept long under arrest and given de­ 
merits.—Professor W. L. Fleming iii 
Metropolitan .Magazine.

SUBMISSION PLANK 


IN STATE PLATFORM 


J. A. L. Wolfe Perm anent 
Chairman of Convention 


San Antonio, Aug. 12.—The sub­ 
mission plank was put in the state 
democratic platform today by a vote 
of 418 to *225. 
Following is the plank: 
“ W e demand the submission by the 
Thirty-first legislature of the state of 
Texas of a constitutional amendment 
to the people of Texas for their adop­ 
tion o r rejection, prohibiting within 
the state of Texas the manufacture, 
sale, gift, exchange and 
interstate 
shipment of s p ir itu s , 
vinous and 
m alt liquors, medicated bitters capa­ 
ble of producing intoxication, except 
for medicinal and sacrimental use. 
“ W e recommend th at the prohibi­ 
tion amendment demanded by the re­ 
cent prim ary election be submitted to 
all qualified voters at a special elec­ 
tion to be held in 1909. 
We declare 
that at such election a vote for or 
against the amendment shall not be 
considered a test of democracy, as it 
is not the pu. pose of this convention 
to commit the democratic party for or 
against state p ro h ib itio n .” 
The platform also endorses Gov. 
Cam bell’s official acts; recommends 
state guarantee of bank deposits.

GREAT DAMAGE TO PROPERTY 


None of the Men Were Able to Make 
Their Escape— Bodies Be­ 
yond Recognition. 


York, Pa., Aug, l l . — E ight men 
were killed, nearly a score more or 
less seriously injured and thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property 
dam ­ 
aged by the explosion of a boiler in 
the York rolling mill late yesterday 
afternoon. 
Hie boiler was located in the cen­ 
ter of the mill. 
Thousands of per­ 
sons were attracted lo the scene by 
the shock, a rescue party quickly or­ 
ganized and search for bodies was in 
sti tilted. 
I he mill had been closed about a 
week and about two score men were 
engaged in making repairs to an en­ 
gine. 
When the explosion occurred 
not one of them was able to make hi.- 
escape. 
The shock was so te rrific 
that it demolished a large portion of 
the mill and sent heavy pieces of 
twisted iron and metal in all d im 
lions.

succession. 
The overseer, while dumfounded 
at this unexpected denouement, was 
not so easily to be convinced of the 
treachery of his pet policeman, and 
insisted upon repeating the experi­ 
ment, with added precautions. 
The 
result was exactly the same. 
So they concluded to search the 
Zulu in the usual way. This aroused 
his indignation, and so, more on ac­ 
count of bis impertinence than of 
any proof of his guilt, they placed 
him in confinement. During the fol­ 
lowing night he eluded his guards, 


stole a horse from a nearby stable, 
and made good Ids escape. 
When the ignorant, kaffirs in the 
mines heard the story 
they 
were 
panic-stricken.

among them that all natives would 
have to submit to the sneezing test. 
A good-sized riot was immediately 
threatened, and serious trouble was 
only avoided by the prompt display 
of tile following quaint, yet compre­ 
hensive announcement: . 
“Diamonds are not to be sneezed 
at.” 
However, the sneezing test was 
beld in reserve, and iii this way dia­ 
mond stealing and the I. I). Bs. re­ 
ceived a (heck from which it took 
them a long time to recover. 
The faun' of the red dwarf spread 
far and wide, and lie quickly became, 
and indeed still remains, one of the 
most interesting individuals iii the 
mining community.

Jacob Prestcn Kellam 
was 
born 
December IO, 1835, in Little Rock, 
Ark. 
He was left an orphan at the 
age of 4 years. 
In 1854 with his sis­ 
ter, Mrs. E. C. Terrell and her hus­ 
band, S. L. Terrell, moved to W ise 
county and they all settled on the 
farm upon wffiich he lived when he 
died, S atu rd ay , August I, 1908. 
True to his colors, when the south­ 
ern confederacy called for defenders 
in the eventful year 
of ’GI, Jacob 
Kellam quit the farm in W ise county 
and journeyed overland to his native 
state and enlisted with las brother 
in a company at Little Rock. 
W ith 
gallantry 
and bravery 
he 
served 
throughout the four years of bloody 
strife, being severely wounded in the 
knee by a minnie ball at the battle of 
P ra irie Grove. 
When the war was 
over 
and 
the hopes of 
the south 
seemed 
blighted 
and 
his 
once 
happy Dixieland 
lay wounded and 
bleeding at the mercy of carpetbag­ 
gers and wild Comanche I ndians this 
hero of the confederate cause turned 
his face toward his home in Texas. 
And today with my m ind’s eye I see 
th*1 
splendid 
specimen 
of 
heroic 
American 
m anhood 
as he trudges 
homeward, 
sore at 
heart over his 
co u n try ’s defeat, but 
proud of the 
fact 
he 
had 
done 
his 
best. 
Throughout happy 
a n d ) prosperous 
Dixie 
monuments of im perishable 
granite have been erected to the mem­ 
ory of 
this 
man and 
his 
kind — 
the confederate soldiers. 
Soon after arriv in g home he and 
his brother-in-law, S. L. Terrell op­ 
ened a 
mercantile establishment in 
Decatur. 
This partnership contin­ 
ued until 1879, wdien Mr. Kellam mov­ 
ed back to his farm, where he lived 
until the day of his death. 
He 
ried first Miss Belle Sayles in 
and to them was born one son, 
Preston Kellam, now deceased, 
died in 1867. 
In 1870 he m arried 
Miss Mary Hall and to this union 
were born seven 
children, two of 
w'hom are dead, Ida Bell and Quintic. 
The other children are Mrs. Bonie 
Moore, Mrs. J. H. Ramsey, Mrs. J. 
T. Ramsey, M. H. and Jo h n Denton 
Kellam. 
The wife of Uncle Jacob 
died about two years ago. 
In the death of Uncle Jacob Kel­ 
lam we witness the passing of a man 
-that- w ill'b e sadly missed, 
a good 


citizen, true to his God and his coun­ 
try. 
A man who w'as loved and re­ 
spected by all who knew him. 
Such 
men carve their character into our 
heart of hearts: their intluence is an 
example worthy of em ulation, and we 
are proud that we have lived to know 
them for their virtues 
and honor 
them 
for their greatness.

Household Hints.

1 cu ti on of witches in Pennsylvania is 
overlooked. The scant score of persons 
. hanged for witchcraft in New England 
causes more comment than the many 
thousands legally 
burned 
for that 
crime in Europe. 
In all New England, according to 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, nineteen per­ 
sons were executed as witches. One 
more was accused of the crime aud 
for refusal to plead was pressed to 
death, after the custom of tho day. 
The facts concerning the widespread 
belief in witchcraft and the enormous 
number of witches killed may be 
found in any encyclopedia. Haydn’s 
Dictionary 
of 
Dates 
says: 
“More 
than 100,000 perished, mostly by the 
flames, in Germany.” Chambers’ En­ 
cyclopedia says: “In England and Scot­ 
land the witch mania was somewhat 
later iii setting in than on the conti­ 
nent, but when it did so it was little 
if at all less virulent, the reformation 
notwithstanding.” 
“The number of 
victims in Scotland from first to last 
has been estimated at upward of 
4,000.” Dr. Stronger in his “Life of 
Mohammed” computes the entire num­ 
ber of persons who have been burned 
as witches during the Christian epoch 
at 9.000,000. 
Witchcraft persecutions in New Eng­ 
land took place in 1692. They were all 
done in six months. In England they 
continued till well into the next cen­ 
tury. in 1863 a reputed wizard was 
drowned in a pond at Tledlngbam. in 
Essex. 
Says Chambers. “It was con­ 
sidered worthy of notice that nearly 
ail the sixty or seventy persons con­ 
cerned in the outrage were of the small 
tradesmen class, none of the agricul­ 
tural laborers being mixed up in the 
affair.”—Springfield Republican.
